Whereas, in exercise of the powers, conferred under the Disaster Management 
Act 2005, the undersigned, in his capacity as Chairperson, State Executive Committee 
had issued an Order dated 30" September, 2020 and 14" October, 2020 (extended by 
order dated 29" October, 2020, 27" November, 2020, 29१ December, 2020 and 29" 
January, 2021 and 24" February, 202, 150 March, 2021, 17" March, 2021, 27 
March, 2021, 4"" April, 2021, 5 April, 2021, 13" April, 2021 and 21* April) for 
containment of COVID 19 in the State for the period upto 7 AM on 1*' May, 2021 and 


issued revised guidelines by including certain activities from time to time vide above 


mentioned orders. 


Whereas the State Government is satisfied that the State of Maharashtra is 
continued to be threatened with the spread of COVID-19 virus, and therefore it is 
imperative to continue emergency measures to prevent and contain the spread of virus, 
the Government in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 2 of the Epidemic 
Diseases Act, 1897, read with all other enabling provisions of The Disaster 
Management Act, 2005, finds it is necessary to continue the enforcement of the 
current restrictions throughout the State beyond 7 AM on 1* May, 2021 till 7 AM on 
15th May, 2021 to break the chain of transmission effectively. 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 2 of the 
Epidemic Diseases Act, 1897 and the powers, conferred under The Disaster 
Management Act, 2005, the undersigned, in his capacity as Chairperson, State 
Executive Committee, hereby extends all the restrictions that have been imposed vide 
‘Break the Chain’ orders dated 13" April and 21‘ April, 2021 along with all additions 
and clarifications issued thereof in the State till 7 AM on 15th May, 2021.
